WITNESSES AT TAX 
HEARING QUESTIONED 
ON THEIR EXPENSES 


Satterwhite Asks Oath if 
House Committee Is 
SUSPICIOUS. 


SCENE STORMY WHEN 
CHARGES ARE MADE 


Coolidge Ready for Repeal of 
Inheritance Levy, but Holds 
It Legitimate. 


(Associated Press.) 

Efforts of House ways and means 
committee members to trace the source 
of money used to, defray expenses of 
witnesses advocating repeal of the Fed- 
eral inheritance tax were met yesterday 
with a request from witnesses them- 
selves that if anything appeared wrong 
an investigation under oath be or- 
dered. 
While this was developing at the 
Capitol the advisability of retaining the 
levy came in for discussion at both 
the White House and Treasury. At the 
executive offices it was said President 
Coolidge felt, the estate tax was legit- 
imate Iévy, but that he was prepared 
to sign a bill for its repeal. 
The Treasury also took occasion to 
reiterate its arguments in favor of re- 
peal of the tax and, in addition, Un- 
dersecretary Mills again warned that 
proposed total tax reductions should 
not exceed $225,000,000. He said the 
department, in setting the limit, had 
been liberal in its estimates and that a 
compromise cut of $325,000,000, as sug- 
gested in some quarters, undoubtedly 
would be felt in a deficit. 
The meeting of the House committee 
with the inheritance tax question up 
for discussion developed into a stormy 
session. At one point Chairman Green 
banged for order, declaring proponents 
of repeal of the inheritance levy had 
“packed” the committee room. 

Charges Room Is “Packed.” 
The witness at that time, John H 
Kirby, Houston, Tex., president of the 
National Council of State Legislatures, 
had just concluded a defense of the 
rights of States to levy estate taxes. 
“This room has been packed by your 
organization,” remarked Green. “We 
know how they are gathered.” 
As the session proceeded, each wit- 
ness was questioned closely as to the 
source of money defraying his ex- 
penses, with Representative Rainey, 
Democrat, Illinois, taking the lead in 
the quizzing. 
He examined William H. Blodgett, 
tax commissioner for Connecticut, as 
to who paid for his breakfast and the 
taxicab he used in reaching the (apitol 
Blodgett replied he did not know 
who had paid the bill, but hoped the 
National Council of State Legislatures 
had footed it.

THEATER IS WRECKED 
BY SERIES OF BOMBS 


Hammond, Ind., Is Rocked by 
Explosion; Church Is 
Also Damaged. 


Hammond, Ind., Nov. 8 (A.P.).—The 
State Theater Building, in the heart 
of Hammond’s, business district, hous- 
ing a dance hall and an auditorium 
seating 3,500 persons, was wrecked to- 
day by an explosion, which the police 
attribted to several bombs. No one was 
injured. 

The blast rocked the city and left 
the ornate theater, part of the State 
street block, costing $1,500,000, a twist- 
ed mass of wreckage. The loss was es- 
timated at nearly $700,000. 

The theater, a combination vaudeville 
and movie house, was so nearly demol- 
ished that a syndicate of Hammond 
business men owning it said it prob- 
ably would have to be entirely rebullt. 

The theater management reported 
there had been no labor trouble of any 
kind and esaid that no thrats had been 
received, 

Part of the roof of All Saints’ Catho- 
lic, Church, across the street, was de- 
stroyed by the impact of the blast.

DEATH IS KEPT SECRET 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 8 (AP.).—The 
brutal murder and robbery of an aged 
woman recluse of Zwingle, Iowa, was 
solved here late today, police believed, 
with arrest of two nattily dressed 
youths who said they were Leonard 
Cota, 18 years old, of Bennettsville, 
Iowa, and Harold Kramer, 19; of Great 
Falls, Mont. Police found $27,000 in 
cash and a large amount in securities 
in their hotel room. 

The youths admitted, police said, 
that they slugged, bound and gagged 
a Mrs. McKittrick, 73, Cota’s grand- 
mother, and robbed her of cash and 
securities the night of November 1. 
Word was received from _ police at 
Dubuque, Iowa, that Mrs. McKittrick 
was found strangled to death in her 
cottage at Zwingle, near there. Cota 
said his grandmother was breathing 
when he left her. Police did not tell 
the youths that Mrs. McKittrick is 
dead. 

According to the confessions, Cota 
and Kramer planned to rob the woman 
after the chance discovery by Cota 
three months ago that his grand- 
mother had a fortune hid in her cot- 
tage. 

“I sent for Kramer to help .e,”’ Cota 
said, “I bought a second-hand auto- 
mobile for $25. On the night. of No- 
vember 1, Kramer and I drove to my 
grandmother’s cottage, on the outskirts 
of Zwingle. I knocked and _ said, 
‘Grandmother, this is Leonard.’ My 
grandmother was almost blind. She 
said, ‘1 don’t know whether it is you 
or not, but I’ll let you in.” She opened 
the door and I grabbed her. 

“I said, ‘you’re a miser. You've got 
lots of money. Why don't you burn 
electric lights instead of candles?’ 1 
slugged her anc she “ell. Kramer ind 
I had brought towels with us. We 
tied her up and gagged her. We had 
brought three suit cases to 4put the 
money in. 

“We found the money in bureau 
drawers, in packages. We didn’t stop 
to count it. We went over to her to 
see if she was breathing. She was 
breathing when we left.”

Surrenders Its Unofficial | 


Induction to Office 
Under Attack. 


HAD BEEN SCORED 
BY TRADE BODIES 


Declares Ceremony Valuable 
as Symbol, but Not Im- 
porant to Work. 


A flank attack was made by the 
citizens’ advisory council last night in 
the warfare between the local trade and 
other bodies and the council. The 
seven Men composed and sent an open 
letter to the District Commissioners, 
characterizing the attack by the presi- 
dents of trade bodies as without foun- 
dation and voluntarily relinquishing 
the unofficial oath of office that has 
three times annually been administered 
to the councilmen aftre their election. 

They said the oath was valuable. as 
a symbol, but thht it was not other- 
wise important and they could do their 
work as well without it.. Their letter 
bore the plain implication that thy 
considered the oath of office a petty 
thing for grown men to fuss about.

and District Bar Association. In sur- 
rendering the taking of the oath the 
council members felt that they had 
“stolen the thunder” of their critics. 
The text of their communication to 
the Commissioners was in part as fol-

Cites “Veiled Attack.” 


“It has come tothe attention of the 
Citizens’ Advisory Council that certain 
members of some of the local business 
organizations, headed by Mr. Edwin C. 
Graham, of the Washington Board of 
Trade, recently filed with you a state- 
ment which the public press character- 
izes as a ‘veiled attack on the Citizens’ 
Advisory Council.’ 

“Using the press as our guide as to 
what was contained in the stetement 
filed with your honorable body, only 
three points, in our opinion, are worthy 
of consideration, viz.: 

“(1) ‘That proposals have been made 
to enlarge the advisory powers of cer- 
tain bodies representing part of the 
interests of the citizens of the District 
of Columbia.’

W. B. Harrison Is Ahead in 
Hot Mayoralty Fight 
in Louisville. 


Louisville, Wednesday, Nov. 9 (A-P.). 
Complete returns from Campbell and 
Kenton countieg, giving the Republican 
nominee 4 large*majority in each coun- 
ty, put Flem D. Sampson 8,000 votes 
ahead of J. C. W. Beckham, Democratic 
nominee, for governor early today. 

The vote from 105 counties, many of 
them complete, was: Sampson, 307,- 
289; Beckham, 299,289. 

Contest Very Close. 


Louisville, Nov. 8 (A.P.).—In an ex- 
ceedingly close race thus far, J. C. W. 
Beckham, Democratic nominee for gov- 
ernor, maintained a slender lead over 
his Republican opponent, Flem D. 
Sampson, as returns from additional 
counties were reported at midnight to- 
night. 

A note of uncertainty was the failure 
of a number of counties in the Tenth 
and Elevents districts, nominally heavy 
Republican sections, to report their 
vote, 

William B. Harrison, Republican, ap- 
parently had won the mayoralty race 
here over Mayor Joseph T, O'Neal, 
Democrat, who assumed office last June 
after the State courts ousted the Re- 
publican administration because of a 
fraudulent election in 1925. 

Returns from 99 counties, a number 
of them complete, gave Beckham a ma- 
jority of 4,785 votes. The Democratic 
nominee carried the First district by a 
majority of 16,395; the second by 5,322, 
the third by 8,298, the fourth by 2,959, 
the seventh by 1,678 and the eighth by 
3,640.9. 

Sampson carried the fifth by 3,097, 
the sixth by 2,931, the ninth by 928 and 
the eleventh by 22,355. Returns from 
only four counties out of ten in the 
Tenth district gave the Republican 
nominee a majority of 4,196. 

Hancock County reported a tie vote of 
920 votes for each candidate. Four years 
ago the Repubiicans carried the 
county by nine votes. the totals being: 
Fields, Democrat, 910, and Dawson, 
Republican, 919. Spencer gave Beck- 
ham 1,310 and Sampson 694. 


Free Text Book Issue. 


One fact stands out in significance, 
according to political observers of the 
State—party lines were torn and cut as 
never before in 25 years on the political 
battleground. Beckham, according to 
his supporters, will be undoubtedly 
stronger than the normal party vote in 
many rural communities, but these same 
supporters admit that there are other 
Democratic counties where he can not 
hope to poll the full party strength. 

Sampson fares no better. In the Re- 
publican section of the State he has 
gained adherents over the normal num- 
ber in seme sections while in others it 
is indicated that he will not amass the 
count which had been anticipated. Bit- 
ter local fights in a number of Demo- 
cratic and Republican districts have 
disrupted the State organizations.

Measure to Give Justices of 
Peace Dry Cases Lags 
by 157,000. 


TWO HOMES DYNAMITED 


Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 8 (A.P.).—The 
Antisaloon League of Ohio, master on 
all prohibition questions in this State 
for many years, apparently suffered a 
stinging defeat in today’s State-wide 
elections. 

Throwing its entire support for the 
Marshall bill, which would place jus- 
tices of the peace on a fee-salary basis 
and thereby imbue those inferior courts 
with authority te hear and decide cases 
involving infraction of the prohibition 
laws, the league apparently failed to 
rally the support it has had in former 
battles. 

The measure, submitted to referen- 
dum after being put through the State 
legislature by dry forces, stood with a 
majority of 157,000 votes against it in 
virtually one-half the State’s voting 
precincts. The vote in 4,301 precincts 
out of a total of 8,721 in the State was: 
For the bill, 219,118; against, 366,168. 

The legislature passed the Marshall 
bill to legalize a fee system for the jus- 
tice courts after the United States Su- 
preme Court ruled that the old system, 
whereby the justices depended upon 
conviction for their fees, was unconsti- 
tutional,

Former Telephone Girl Defeat- 
ed, 2 to 1, in New Hamp- 


shire Capital Election. 

Concord, N. H., Nov. 8 (A.P.).—The 
first woman mayor in New England has 
yet to be elected. Miss Gwendolyn 
Jones, 24-year-old former telephone op- 
erator and graduate of the University 
of New Hampshire, who aspired to be 
first magistrate of the New Hampshire 
capital, was overwhelmingly defeated 
today. 

Mayor Fred Marden, former police of- 
ficer, was reelected, receiving 4,464 
votes to 2,204 for Miss Jones. 

In the nonpartisan primary Miss 
Jones ran second on the ticket, qualli- 
fying to be cnadidate today. One of 
her planks was that she would guaran- 
tee wiser expenditure of the public 


money rather than reduction of taxes.

Philadelphia, Nov. 8 (A.P.).—Harry 
Republican organization 
candidate for mayor, today defeated J.

New York, Nov. 8 (A.P.).—Gov,. Als 
fred E. Smith, now serving his fourth 
term as chief executive of the Empire 
State, won another smashing victory 
at the polls today. 

Almost single-handed he fought 8 
proposal to amend the State constitu- 
tion which called for a four-year term 
for governor, and the indicatiqns late 
tonight were that the amendment was 
overwhelmingly defeated. At the same 
time eight other proposed amendme! 
all favored by the governor, mr 
will be written into the law of the 
State, judging from the incomplete re- 
turns. 

The governor issued a statement 
claiming that all amendments, except 
the one relating to the governor’s term, 
had been adopted. The governor, odd- 
ly enough, originally fathered the idea 
of a fouryear term, as part of his 
State reorganization plan. But the last 
legislature, dominated by the Republi- 
cans, put through a proviso that the 
election should be held during presi- 
dential elections. 

Majority Now 300,000. as 

Returns from virtually half of the 
State showed that the voters had rolled 
up a majority of more than 300,000 
votes against the amendment. The New 
York City vote was 374,588 against it 
and 136,537 for it. The up-State vote 
was: Yes, 108,908; no, 186,546. 

With three up-State and two New 
York City districts missing, the Re- 
publicans had elected 84 assemblymen 
and the Democrats 61. The complexion 
of the last assembly was 84 Republi- 
cans and 66 Democrats. 

The proposal to increase New York 
City’s debt limit to $300,000,000 was 
leading by 504,901 to 299,881. The pro- 
posed amendment calling for increased 
salaries for governor, lieutenant govern= 
or and members of the assembly was 
leading by 558,816 votes to 232,680. 

Gov. Smith in his statement la 
tonight said that all proposed amenée 
ments to the State constitution appare- 
ently had been adopted, except the one 
relating to the four-year term for gov- 
ernor, which “has been overwhelmingly 
defeated.” 


Sees Popular Protest. , 


“The defeat of the amendment,” he 
said, “must not be construed as indi- 
cating opposition by the people to the 
extension of the term of the governor. 

“Throughout the campaign both 
sides openly admitted it was not only 
desirable but absolutely necessary that 
the term be extended, 

“The defeat of amendment No. 6, 


therefore, must be regarded as a & 
test on the part of an overt gate 
majority to the electorate aga: the 


election of the governor in a year when 
presidential candidates are running. 
Both parties are duty-bound to keep 
faith with the people in view of their 
declaration of the necessity of extend- 
ing the term, and should submit at the 
earliest possible moment an amendment 
to make this possible, with election to 
be held in years when no presidential 
candidate is running.” 

Mayor James J. Walker tonight de- 
clared that the heavy vote polled in 
favor of the constitutional amendment 
providing for an extension of-the city 
debt limit to permit the issuance of 
$300,000,000 of subway bonds would 
enable him to keep his platform pledges 
to improve transit conditions. 


Charge of “Strong Arm.” 


Charges that strong-atm methogs 
were employed in New York City’s elece- 
tion were made tonight by two dée 
feated candidates, one a Republican 
and the other a Socialist. 

David P. Siegel, campaign manager 
for Frank P. Cantinella, defeated Ree 
publican candidate for justice in the 
Second Municipal Court District, said 
that “in one instance a gangster put a@ 
pistol against the stomach of a Ree 
publican watcher named Harry 

and told him to stand still or be shot, 
As he stood still some one came from 
behind and struck: him on the back of 
the head. He lay prostrate until a po~ 
lice officer and others picked him up.” 
In admitting his defeat as Socialist 
candidate for aldérman in the Eighth 
District, Norman Thomas, once cane 
didate for mayor, charged that “Tame 
many won by creating a state of terror — 
in this district.”

UNABLE TO IDENTIFY 
BURNS DETECTIVES

‘Jurors in the Fall-Sinclair criminal 
@eonspiracy trial were approached with 


improper questions within the very 
@tiadow of the courthouse, two of them 
Giscloséd yesterday as they became 
gfand jury witnesses in the latest of the 
ol] scandals. 

Their startling statements led Federal 
agents on the trail of the questioners, 
thus far men of mystery in a case which 
has furnished far more than a normal 
share of mysteries and sensations. 

John J. Costinett, an elderly tailor, 
and Gardner P. Grenfeld, a young cable 
splicer, are the Jurors who declared they 
had been questioned, before a mistrial 
Was ordered, both as to the probable 
outcome of the trial and as to whether 
the trial judge, Justice Frederick L. 
Siddons, was “on the square.” 

From the descriptions they gave to 

District Attorney Gordon each was ap- 
te genie by a different man. Whether 
heir interrogators wero Burns detec- 
tives, whose ativities abruptly ended the 
oll trial, is the immediate point the dis- 
trict attorney’s office is seeking to 
clear up. 

Grenfeld said he was approached by a 
strangér in a cigar store directly across 
the street from the District of Colum- 
bia Courthouse.

g in court?” was the question Gren- 

eld said the stranger used in opening 


_ the conversation. 


“Yes,” the juror said he replied. 

“What sort of fellow is Siddons; is 
he on the square?” was the next 
question put by the stranger, Grenfeld 
said. 

“Yes; if he wasn’t he could not hold 
the position he does” Grenfeld stated 
he answered, turning then and leaving 
the store. 

The stranger was persistent, ap- 
proaching the juror again on the street 
a few minutes later. 

“Say, you don’t think they’ll do any- 
thing with those two fellows over 
there, 40 you?” Grenfeld said he was 
asked. 

“1 told him that I was on the jury 
And could not discuss the case,” Gren- 
feld told the district attorney, adding 
that he thus terminated the conver- 
sation.

Costinett said he was leaving the 
courthouse about a week before the 
mistrial was ordered when a man un- 
known to him fell into step with him. 

“Say, the Government hasn’t got a 
thing on those fellows, have they?” 
Costinett said he was asked. He de- 
cilared he instantly wheeled on the 
stranger, informing him that he was 
@ member of the Fall-Sinclair jury and 
could not discuss the case. He then 
Walked away. 

While Grenfeld and Costinctt were 
before the grand jury at separate times 
during the late afternoon, C. G. Ruddy, 
director of the crew shadowing the 
juty, and six of the Bupns operatives, 
were called in and lined up for possible 
identification by the jurors. Appar- 
ently none was identified as either of

In his October 20 report the Burns 
man said he noticed another man fol- 
low Costinett to his store and remain 
in the vicinity about an hour when 
another man arrived and remained in 
the vicinity until almost nightfall.

In the October 21 report it was 
stated that one man several times cir- 
cled the block where Costinett’s store 
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torney in tharge of the investigation, 
introduced them.

Aikens, proprietor of an auto- 
mobile repair shop, said before he én- 
tered the grand jury room that he had 
Lamb’s car from Friday evening, Octo- 
ber 21, until 2 >. m. the following day, 
and that it was not at the Potomac 
field during that time. 

William V. Long, the Burns detective, 
who made the affidavit concerning 
Glasscock, could not identify Lamb as 
the man he claimed he saw talking to 
Glascock.

Clark was here during at least a part 
of the trial, and District Attorney Gor- 
Gon has reports that he received re- 
ports from the private detectives on 
their jury-shadowing activities. Simi- 
lar information was obtained by Henry 
Mason Day, another confidential em- 
ploye of the Sinclair interests, but he 
refused to talk about it before the grand 
jury, taking the position that he could 
not be forced to answer because his 
testimony might tend to incriminate 
him. Day now is at liberty under $25,- 
000 bond awaiting the action of the 
grand jury, which may not conclude its 
inquiry for at least another week. 


New Subpenus Sought

Victim Thought to Have Been

The body of a man believed to be 
William A. Cracraft, 1505 Lee strect, 
Charleston, W. Va., who was a patient 
in the Washington Sanitarium, Takoma 
Park, Md., was found about 9:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning, badly crushed, on 
the tracks of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad, near Lamond Station. 

Cracraft was partly identified by 
papers in his pockets. Earlier in the 
day he was brought to the sanitarium 
by a Mr. H. A. Wailece, of Charleston, 
W. Va., for treatment for a nervous 
breakdown. 

The man was put in the charge of 
one of the physicians of the sanitarium 
and together they went to select a 
room. They came back to the office 
and nothing has been seen of Cracraft 
since by the officials at the sanitarium.

Police believe the 
man wandered away from the hospital 
and, in an effort to board a train at 
Lamond Station, was dragged beneath 
the wheels.

LOVES TO VIEW SKY 
ABOVE WASHINGTON 


Wonderful, Actress Declares, 
to Be Back in City With 
Home Folks. 


Of all the cities in the world, Billie 
Burke likes Washington best. Since 
she was born here, it was natural she 
should want to make her return to 


the stage in this city. On Monday 
night Miss Burke stepped back into 
the theater, after an absence of some 
years, in Noel Coward’s new play, “The 
Marquise.” Her appearance won & 
veritable ovation. 

“It seems to me the most wonderful 
thing in my life,” Miss Burke said yes- 
terday at the Mayflower, “to be back 
again with the home folks; for the 
theater is home to me, and s0 is 
Washington. I suppose there is no 
other city just like it. To me, it is 
thrilling to think I am able to tread 
the same walks once sauntered by Lin- 
coln—my ideal among statesmen. 

“Another thing, I love to see the sky— 
and the moon and the stars—above 
Washington. “You know, that is a 
sight seldom seen in New York. There, 
it is somewhat like living in a chasm. 
The all buildings hide the sight of 
beautiful nature—and, after all, there 
is nothing more wonderful than the 
skies, and the firmament. Then comes 
the theater. To me, the theater is the 
embodiment of all art.” 


Recalls Childhood Days. 


Billie Burke’s eyes sparkle when she 
mentions the theater. To her it is al- 
ways the Never, Never Land. She cher- 
ishes it as she does the memory. of her 
mother and her father, and her child- 
hood days in Washington. “We were 
all so very, very happy here,” she re- 
marked, and smiled—a wistful little 
smile, just like the Billie Burke on 
stage. In fact, there is little difference 
between Billie Burke behind the foot- 
lights and the Billie Burke you mect 
off stage. She is, it seems, s0 eter- 
nally human, and so youthful. Yet, 
here in Washington, in being re- 
born to the theater, she essays her 
first mother role. It hardly seems 
possible that years in any number have 
passed over the aurora borealis that is 
her hair, resplendent in the glorious 
sunshine. 

“You see,” she said, “when an ac- 
tress must depart from the ingenue 
roles it is best that it be done grace- 
fully.” So Billy Burke, in her new com- 
edy, plays mother to a daughter who 
seems scarcely less than five years her 
junior; and the girl—Miss Madge Ev- 
ans—is only in her teens. 

The eternal sunshine of her smile 
and her outlook on life are what keep 
Billie Burke young. Like Peter Pan, 
she is of no age. Life, with her, is 
just one grand enthusiasm. First, the 
enthusiasm of being Billy Burke. The 
sheen of her hair would never let her 
be anything else save herself. Second, 
she is an actress, and then—but per- 
haps there should be no numerical 
order to these intimacies of a woman's 
life, especially since she, herself, nas 
not ordered it—and then, she is the 
wife of Flo Ziegfeld, noted beauty 6se- 
lector and producer of Follies and the 
grandest musical shows in the world, 
so ‘tis said. 


Controls Temperament. 

Well, in a quadruple capacity, Miss 
Billie Burke has her hands full. As 
Billie Burke she must see to it that the 
temperament going with red hair is 
fully satisfied and kept under control; 
for red heads were red heads when the 
world began, and will still be red heads 
when the fire and flash of their hirsute 
adornment sets fire to the world and 
sends it off in a puff of smoke—on the 
last great day. 

“You see,” says Billie Burke, “being 
red-haired is being endowed with a 
dynamic personality; one that never 
lets its possessor rest.” 

So she finds herself, when off the 
stage, perfectly happy as long as the 
sun: shines, and it is day; but once the 
night comes on, there is that yearning 
for the playhouse—the theater. Hence, 
she had to go back. 

“Strange,” she murmured, “how the 
theater can be left entirely alone, to 
itself, so long as the daylight hours 
are whiling along. When night shows 
itself I find myself yearning for the 
theater—and here I am back on the 
boards.” 

In returning to the theater, Billie 
Burke had to make some sort of ar- 
rangement for her family life. Besides 
the celebrated husband that is hers 
she has, also, a fair-haired daughter— 
another red-head; Patricia. 


Accompanied by Daughter. 


On the Washington jaunt, to open 
her new show, Billie Burke solved one 
part of her family problem by bringing 
part of her family with her. Patricia 
is here in Washington, enjoying with 
her mother the thrill that comes every 
S80 often to one constituted like Billie 
Burke—and Patricia. They are both 
walking on the clouds, joyful over the 
great reception accorded a Washington- 
ian by Washingtonians. 

The other part of the family—Flo 
Ziegfeld—will complete the picture 
when he arrives here toward the end 
of this week. (Unable to be present on 
the opening night of Billie Burke in 
“The Marquise’—he was working furi- 
ously on what he hopes to be his 
greatest production—Mr. Ziegfeld will 
come by’ airplanc from New York 
Friday or Saturday. After him will 
come the entire 200 players associated 
in his latest theatrical endeavor, “Show 
Boat.” : 

When Billie Burke and her players 
shake the dust of the National 
Theater—it is dusty. of course, from 
the great crowds packing it nightly 
during this engagement—the new 
Ziegfeld production will move in, 
bodily. 

On Saturday night Billie Burke and 
her play go out—at least, from Wash- 
ington. On Sunday morning, Billie 
Burke’s husband, the incomparable 
Flo Ziegfeld, and his thkespians move 
in, to. rehearse until the opening on 
Tuesday night, November 15. 


Visits Famillar Scenes. 


In the meantime, Billie Burke, back 
in her native haunts, is having the 
time of her life. With the regular 
performances and a few rehearsals 
still occupying her attention, she 
Manages somehow to: find time for 
visiting scenes of her girlhood. She 
goes, often, to a spot revered. to her, 
since she is a great admirer of 
Abraham Lincoln. 

“To me,” she says, “one of the 
beauties of Washington is down by the 
river, where the Lincoln Memorial 
stands so silent and sublime, sacred 
even, a fitting monument to the’ man 
of men.” 

So far as the theater is concerned, 
Billie Burke believes it of the ages;

CAME TO CAPITAL IN 1908 


Don Francisco Sanchez-Latour, Min- 
ister of Guatemala to the United States, 
died early yesterday in his home, 1521 


New Hampshire avenue, following an 
appendicitis operation Saturday. Al- 


though apparently recovering his health, 
his condition became rapidly worse 
several hours before his death. Friends 
believe Senor Sanchez-Latour became 
weakened as a result of his being 
wounded near the heart about four 
months ago when an old pistol he was 
examininig in the study of his home 
was accidentally discharged. 

President Coolidge yesterday sent a 
message of sympathy to President Cha- 
con, of Guatemala, and Secretary of 
State Kellogg sent one to Foreign Min- 


ister Herrarte. President Coolidge 
deeply regretted the passing away of 
Senor Latour “who so ably served your 
government for many years at this post, 
and for whom officials of this govern- 
ment entertain sentiments of greatest 
admiration and esteem.” 

Government officials, members of the 
diplomatic corps and Pan-American 
circles were among the first to offer 
condolences to the minister’s family. 
Senor Sanchez-Latour had many per- 
sonal friends in Washington and many 
parts of the country, and had been 
frequently entertained in Virginia and 
nearby States. He was one of the dip- 
lomats who regularly attended the 
Gridiron Club affairs. His musical tal- 
ents were appreciated by numerous 
Washingtonians. Recitals were given 
at the legation under his direction, and 
he broadcast much of his country’s 
music by radio. 

Senor Sanchez-Latour first came to 
this city in 1908 on a special diplomatic 
mission connected with the treaty of 
the preceding year. Belonging to a 
powerful family of politicians in 
Guatemala that upheld liberal doc- 
trines, he was born in Quezaltenango, 
August 21, 1876. His father and mother 
were Delfino Sanchez and Teresa 
Latour y la Torre, and it was after 
the Spanish manner that the son took 
his mother’s name, adding it to his 
own. Senor Sanchez-Latour was an 
officer in the British navy and was 
educated in England and France. After 
serving as charge d'affaires of the 
Guatemalan Legation here in 1910, he 
became increasingly identified with 
Pan-American politics. In 1922 he was 
appointed . Minister to the United 
States, following the recognition of the 
Orellana government. 

Surviving the envoy are his widow, 
the former Lillian Hall Davis, of Rich- 
mond, Va., whom he married on 
October 6, 1920, and a brother, Delfino 
Sanchez-Latour, consul general of 
Guatemala at New York. The govern- 
ing board of the Pan-American Union 
will hold a meeting at noon today in 
connection with the funeral, it was 
announced. 

Funeral services will be held Satur- 
day at the Bethlehem Chapel of the 
National Cathedral of SS. Peter and 
Paul. Following the services the body 
will be sent to Guatemala, probably 
aboard a United States warship. 


Admiral C. F. Hughes’

CITIZENS ADVISORY GROUP 
ABANDONS UNOFFICIAL OATH 


CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1. 


the advisory body; the qualifications 
of its members; the term of office; the 
conditions under which nominations 
shall be made; the mode of election, of 
certification, of filling vacancies, and 
the recall for members, 

“(2) ‘That no one organization is 
competent to express the views of the 
entire community nor competent to 
pass upon many special problems of 
more direct interest to certain groups 
than to others.’ 

“The Citizens’ Advisory Council as 
created is representative of the citizens 
of the District of Columbia without 
regard to race, color, creed, vocation 
or politics. 


Is Representative Body. 


It is as nearly a representative body 
as can be created under our present 
form of local government. It represents 
no group hor special interests as such. 
Its members were nominated by the 
local citizens’ associations and elected 
by their accredited representatives to 
the two federations of these local asso- 
ciations. 

“3. That we look with concern upon 
the delegation of quasi-official powers 
to any one group. 

“The council understands that the 
Commissioners’ authority to administer 
an oath to the members of the council 
is here questioned. 

“The administration of an oath to 
the members of the council is a small 
matter, neither.vital nor important to 
the work of the council. The act of 
administering an oath was generously 
conceived; it is an appropriate and in- 
spiring formality designed to symbolize 
mutual understanding, confidence, and 
loyalty, and solemnly to emphasize the 
seriousness of the obligation and re- 
sponsibilities of the councilmen to 
study assiduously and to consider in- 
dividually and jointly all questions 
and matters submitted to them, and 
in the light of the functions conferred 
to interpret and advise upon the same 
in as comprehensive and unbiased a 
manner as is commensurate with the 
representative character of the council. 


Oath Not Necessary. 


“The council feels that if it were 
unable to proceed with its constructive 
work without a voluntary oath of of- 
fice, this would indeed be a sad com- 
mentary upon it, upon the neighbor- 
hood organization that nominated its 
members, and upon the federations 
that elected its membership. 

“The Citizens’ Advisory Council feels, 
due to the numerous testimonials from 
the citizens of the National Capital, 
that it has performed, and is perform- 
ing, a useful function in and for the 
community as a whole. 

“It is the desire of the council, how- 
ever, to function without being irk- 
some to any group. Therefore, the 
council wishes to say that it has no 
objection to the oath being omitted 
in the future, not because its members 
are unwilling to pledge their fealty to 
the Commissioners and to the citizens 
of the District of Columbia and to the 
Federal Government, but because it 
believes the fealty of the members of 
the council to be so self-evident as to 
be beyond question. The council will, 
in no wise, be handicapped, nor will 
its activities, in any wise, be circum- 
scribed in the absence of such an oath, 
and it wishes to remove any ground 


‘|for criticism, particularly of so trivial 


a nature.” 


Rapid Transit Revenues 
Too Low, Manager Says 


With the installation of more than 
$250,000 worth of new equipment dur- 
ing the past month, the Washington 
Rapid Transit Co. is faced with the ne- 
cessity of increasing its revenues about 
$400 per day to make ends meet, Ed- 
ward B. Merrill, president and general 
manager of the Washington Rapid 
Transit Co., declared last night at a 
meeting of the Sixteenth Street Heights 
Citizens Association. 

He explained that operation of the 
new equipment will increase expenses 
from 20 to 25 per cent,:and that the 
bus company must carry about 30 per 
cent more passengers than it now does 
in order to break even. 

Mr. Merrill traced the growth of the 
Washington Rapid Transit Co. in the 
two years that its present owners have 
been in control and declared that from 
a monthly deficit of $11,000 two years 
ago, the management has improved 
conditions so that it should soon be 
possible for the company to operate 
without loss He impressed upon the 
association that it is impossible to op- 
erate on less than a 10-cent fare. 

Commodore W. E. Longfellow, chief 
of the First Aid Division of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, gave a short address on 
the activities of his organization, and 
urged that the association take an 
active part in the Red Cross member- 
ship drive. 

The executive committee reported 
that in response to the association's 
request for additional street lights for

endeavored in the past to bring about 
this result. 


: Wilson Letter Cited. 


“A copy of your letter was furnished 
+ by you to Mr. H. P. Wilson and we are 
tin receipt of a letter from him under 
3} date of November 4, 1927, in which he 
& states, ‘As principal owner of one of 
* the utilities involved, I shall be happy 
indeed to participate in‘such confer- 
ences.’ 

“This commission is strongly of the 
‘opinion that a merger of the transit 
systems is highly desirable and will be 
giad to. aid in the consummation of 
such merger. You are aware, of course, 
‘that this commission must pass on any 
such plan before it can be submitted 
‘to Congress, and that the public will, 
of necessity, be given an opportunity

its representative at any meeting look- 
ing to repeal of the Federal inheritance 
levy, he had called one. 

He said his expenses in this connec- 
tion had been paid by popular sub- 
scription, adding: 

“I have done nothing that should 
not have been done. I believe that if 
Congress feels we have not acted prop- 
erly it owes it to us to put us under 
oath and let us tell what we know.” 

Gov. Sorlie, of North Dakota, told the 
committee the secretary of the Greater 
North Dakota Association had requested 
him to appear to urge repeal of the 
levy. He said he had not been offered 
any of the money the committee re- 
ferred to, although “I have found out 
that it was raised by collection.” 

When the governor asked Chairman 
Green if it was wrong to receive money

Whittemore, representing New Hamp- 
shire, testified they had withdrawn 
from a meeting here of the council of 
legislatures because it had decided to 
urge repeal of the estate levy and they 
could, not indorse such action. Harry 
A. Ash, Chicago, inheritance-tax attor- 
ney for Cook County, IIl., also argued 
for retention of the tax. 

Those urging elimination of the levy 
included W. E. Kay, representing the 
Governor of Florida; Ralph R. Knapp, 
for the Governor of Washington, and 
Frank Darin, for the Governor of Mich- 
igan. 

When W. 8S. Baird, a ‘member of the 
Iowa senate, took the witness stand to 
urge repeal of the Federal inheritance 
tax, Chairman Green, who also is from 
Iowa, and who favors retention of the 
levy, developed from Baird that the 
Iowa senate had voted in favor of re- 
peal of the tax by a one-vote margin, 
and that the house had disapproved 
the repeal, 92 to 8. 

Baird told the committee he came to 
Washington on donated funds. 

“They passed the hat and put in the 
widow’s mite to send us here,” he de- 
clared. 

Baird said the purpose of the trip 
was to advise Congress how people felt 
about the estate tax, adding: 

“You are our servants and we 
your peers.” 

A. P. Frymire, New Orleans, represen- 
tative of the governor of Louisiana, took 
the committee to task for the way it 
handled witnesses. He told Rainey his 
manner of questioning had “hurt” him. 

“I am sorry the facts were embarra- 
sing,” Rainy responded. 

“The facts didn’t embarrass. The way 
you asked hurt.” 

“I’m sorry if I offended, but I am go- 
ing to get the facts.” 

“I don’t feel that you intended to be 
abusive. I don't believe you intended to 
chastise us,” Frymire said. “I was dis- 
appointed, for I believe you could have 
obtained what you wanted in a different 
way.’ 

The committee, which is holding 
hearings as a step in the preparation of 
a revenue bill, again today will de- 
vote itself to hearing views on the in- 
heritance tax provision of the present 
law.

Waters Everywhere Recede; 
No Further Danger Seen 
From Rivers. 


MORE THAN 12,000 | 
ARE RECEIVING HELP 


More Men Needed in Work of 
Rehabilitation, Survey of 
Region Reveals. 


Boston, Nov. 8 (A.P.)—New England's 
flood-stricken communities today took 
up the work of rebuilding their ruined 
homes and industries as the swollen 
streams fell back into their normal 
channels and communication was grad- 
ually restored with the outside world, 

Tonight there were few places which 
relief agencies had not reached. As out- 
siders entered thie last of the towns in 
northern Vermont cut off since last 
Thursday by the flood they found men 
armed with picks and shovels digging 
themselves out of the debris of wrecked 
houses and piles of mud, erecting tem- 
porary bridges and laying out roadways 
over which much-needed supplies may 
be brought. 

Throughout Vermont, New Hamp- 
Shire, Massachusetts and Connecticut 
the streams continued to recede and 
there appeared no further danger from 
the waters. The Connecticut was drop- 
ping all along its length and residents 
of ‘towns and cities along its~-lower 
stretches breathed freely once more. 
Similar reports came from along the 
Merrimac in New Hampshire and Massa- 
chusetts. 


Vermont Officials Meet. 


Vermont, hardest hit by the flood, 
was on its way toward recovery. Gov. 
John E. Weeks today called together the 
heads of State departments at Mont- 
pelier and set machinery in motion to 
bring order out of the confusion. He 
appointed Fred A. Howland emergenc 
finance commissioner, and named com- 
mittees to carry on the work of restor- 
ing conditions to normal. 

There were few repoxts of food short- 
age. Newport, Vt., where a famine was 
feared, reported that there were no 
fatalities and that outside communica- 
tion had been established by which a 
food supply was assured. 

There was talk of a special session of 
the Vermont legislature to take relief 
measures, but no action was taken. The 
Vermont capital received a supply of 
cash for its banks and Gov. Weeks was 
offered a fund of $10,000 for relief work 
by James L. Colgate, of Old Bennington, 
Vt. 


The Army air headquarters, estab- 
lished at Concord, N. H., were ordered 
transferred to Burlington, Vt., in order 
to be in closer touch with the region 
most seriously affected and prepara- 
tions were immediately made to move 
all the aerial activities to that point. 
An Army pontoon bridge was on its 
way from Fort Dupont, Del., to Bur- 
lington for use in restoring communi- 
cations between Burlington and Wi- 
nooski so that relief may be carried 
along the Winooski River Valley, where 
the flood claimed 86 lives. 


More Workers Needed. 


As a measure of relief by which thé 
railroads, their lines disrupted by 
washouts and wrecked bridges, might 
render aid more quickly, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in Washington 
issued an order relieving the carriers 
of the routine restrictions applying to 
their operations and permitting them 
to use any routes available. 

President Coolidge, guided by his 
knowledge of his home State, was cred- 
ited with being of the opinion that no 
measures for future flood control could 
be taken. Undeterred by any fears of 
the future, work was started in the 
wrecked towns to rebuild homes on the 
sites which were swept by the high 
water. 

An Associated Press-Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology radio station, 
forging ahead along the White River 
found men working everywhere to dig 
away mud and refuse. The only need 
expressed was of more men to do the 
same work. The situation was the same 
in Randolph, Vt., from which few re- 
ports had been received since last 
Thursday. 

Fear of cold weather and the possi- 
bilities of disease spurred on the work- 
ers in the towns and the relief agen- 
cles. Generally little suffering was re- 
ported, however, those who lost their 
possessions were being cared for by 
others less unfortunate. 


Thousands Are Aided, 


It was estimated today that upward 
of 7,500 persons were being given aid 
in the flooded regions of Massachusetts 
and Connecticut. The Red Cross alone 
reported 4,620 being cared for in Ver- 
mont. Hundreds of others are receiv- 
ing aid from other organizations, mu- 
nicipalities and private sources.

Arguments Presented to 
House Committee. 
HARRISON AND WATSON 
ASK FOR LEGISLATION 


Losses of Railroads in Missis- 
sippi Valley Are Cited by 
Other Witnesses. 


(Associated Press.) 

Continuing its hearings as a prelimi- 
nary to the mapping out of effective 
means of flood control, the House flood 
control committee was told yesterday 
by a succession of witnesses that the 
problem, particularly as it affects the 
Mississippi Valley, was a national one 
with which Congress must deal. 

Political lines were disregarded as 
Republican and Democratic senators 
and representatives, mayors from the 
flood zone, and other, argued that 
Congress should act without partisan- 
ship and with rapidity on an adequate 
and comprehensive plan to curb the 
Mississippi’s turbulent waters. State 
officials, representatives of chambers of 
commerce and railroad officials also 
were among the witnesses who pre- 
sented a solid front for the National 
Government to assume full responsi- 
bility for flood control. 


. Watson Urges Action. 


Senators Watson (Republican), Indi- 
ana, and Harrison (Democrat), Missis- 
sippi, emphasized that Congress must 
pass flood legislation early in the com- 
ing session. Several representatives 
expressed the same view. 

Diverting from the question of flood 
protection needs of the lower Missis- 
sippi Valley, the committee heard wit- 
nesses from Illinois and other Northern 
States present the problems of con- 
trolling the waters of the upper reaches 
of the Mississippi and its tributaries. 
Representative W. E. Hull (Republican), 
Illinois, headed the spokemen from that 
section in stressing the need for pfo- 
tective measures. 

The relief assistance by the railroads 
during the flood and their property 
losses of $10,000,000 also were related 
to the committee by a group of rep- 
resentatives of the American Railway 


Association and the carriers of the 
flood-stricken area. 

Today Mayor Wiliiam Hale Thomp- 
son, of Chicago, who headed a delega- 
tion of 1,500 persons, which came here 
for the start of the hearings, will out- 
line his views to the committee. Al- 
though he did not speak yesterday,. he 
attended portions of both the morning 
and afternoon sessions. Most of the 
members of the Chicago delegation re- 
turned home late in the day. 

A woman familiar with the workings 
of’ Congress, Mrs. Genevieve Clark 
Thompson, of New Orleans, daughter 
of the late Champ Clark, Speaker of 
the House, told the committee that 
the flood problem, “a menace to 5,- 
500,000 lives,” must be assumed by the 
Federal Government as a duty of the 
Nation. 

Railroad Losses Cited. 


A, F. Blaess, of Chicago, chief engi- 
neer of the Illinois Central Railroad 
and chairman of the American Railway 
Association’s flood committee, read a 
report which revealed that 3,000 miles 
of railroad were destroyed by the flood, 
and of the $10,000,000 total loss sus- 
tained by the carriers, the Illinois 
Central, with $2,700,000, suffered the 
heaviest damage, while the Missouri 
Pacific was next with $1,002,260. 

That the New England flood had 
further emphasize¢e the national prob- 
lem was the view of Robert Ford, of 
Chicago, chief.engigcer of .the Rock 
Island Lines, who declared New Eng- 
land, through its disaster, now can 
realize the gravity of the Mississippi 
inundation. 

E. A. Hadley, of St. Louis, chief en- 
gineer of the Missouri-Pacific Railroad, 
told of the feats of the railroads in: 
relief work, and F. G. Jonah, of st. 
Louis, chief engineer of the St. Louis- 
San Francisco Railroad, urged stronger 
levees, revetmentr and spillways as 
flood control remedies.

AT NEW ARCADE MARKET 


Blick Submits Proposal for 
Parking ‘Shoppers’ Cars 
to Commissioners. 


IDEA ADOPTED IN CHICAGO 


The first commercial house in Wash- 
ington to establish a parking garage 
on its roof for the convenience of 
patrons, will be the new Arcade Mar- 
ket at Fourteenth and Kenyon streets 
northwest, if plans submitted yester- 
day by John S. Blick, president of the 
Washington Arcade Co., to the District 
Commissioners are adopted. 

The new market, which will be opened 
about November 23, has been built 
only one story high, and a ramp runs 
from the alley at the side of the new 
structure to the roof. 

If the Commissioners approve of Mr. 
Blick’s plan, and he is able to gain the 
consent of adjacent property owners, 
he plans to allow motoring customers 
of the market to drive up the ramp 
and park their cars while shopping. 
Traffic in the vicinity of the mar- 
ket becomes very congested at certain 
times of the day; and Mr. Blick feels 
that the roof garage will be a great 
convenience to shoppers. 

While some garages in the city have 
established roof garages on which to 
store cars which have been turned in 
and which are being held for resale, 
no other establishment in the city has 
established a parking garage on its 
roof.

TRIES FOR HEIGHT TODAY 


_ New York, Nov. 8 (A.P.).—A new 
world’s record for’speed in taking off 
in a fully-loaded seaplane was estab- 
lished at the Far Rockaway, Long 
Island, naval air station today by Lieut. 
John W. Iseman, who, it was an- 
nounced, attained a speed of 153.5 miles 
an hour. 

The record was made during the ac- 
ceptance test on the first of a fleet of 
130 Vought-Corsair planes for the Navy. 
The plane took off in five seconds, 

It was announced that in addition to 
meeting the speed test the plane met 
the other requirements of the Navy and 
assured the carrying out of the build- 
ing program whereby the Navy will re- 
ceive the 130 planes within the next ten 
months. The planes will represent an 
expenditure of $2,500,000. 

The Vought-Corsair planes were said 
to embody an entirely new method of 
gun placement. Although the machine 
guns point forward, the bullets do not 
go through the circle described by the 
propeller blade, resulting in the elimi- 
nation of the complicated machinery of 
synchronizing the flight of the bullets 
with the revolutions of the propeller. 

It is in one of these new planes that 
Lieut. Iseman plans to establish a new 
altitude record for lo#ded seaplanes to- 
morrow. Carrying a load of 1,100 
pounds he hopes to reach an altitude 
of 25,000 feet.

* Represented as Declaring He 
Has No Objection.to De- 
benture Plan of Relief. 
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SUBSTITUTE SUGGESTED 
FOR M’NARY-HAUGEN BILL 


Representatives of Agricul- 
tural Associations Here to 
Confer on Legislation. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 
President Coolidge is understood to 
be giving serious consideration to a 


farm relief plan which would be a far 
cry from the Demicrats’ idea of tariff 
for revenue only, in that tariff revenues 
would in part be given to the American 
farmer in compensation for his surplus 
crops. 

It is the so-called debenture plan 
that is understood to have gained favor 
with him. He is reported, in fact, to 
have told one man with whom he has 
discussed the situation recently that 
he saw no objection to it. In- 
cidentally, Senator Brookhart, of 
Iowa, is one of its strongest proponents. 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, fs friendly to 
the extent that he sees it as at least 
removing the constitutional objections 
to the McNary-Haugen plan. 

Under the debenture plan the farmer 
would be given a certificate for his out- 
put sold in the world market, calling 
for the difference between the domestic 
price and the world level price plus the 
tariff. Then he could sell these certifi- 
cates to brokers or importers who in 
turn could use them in the payment 
of customs on goods they import. It 
would therefore mean that the tariff 
which the farmer now contends works 
against him would be used for the 
double purpose of not only protecting 
American industry, but at the same 
time compensating him for his surplus 
crops. 


Revolving Funds Opposed. 


There are indications that those at 
the Capitol who are seeking to bring 
about a sclution of the farm problem 
are hopeful that the debenture plan 
may be the basis of an agreement. 
The dyed-in-the-wooi McNary-Haugen 
men have always contended the Ameri- 
can farmer will never accept a subsidy 
and they have applied the term to the 
revolving funds which the administra- 
tion has offered to provide in other 
plans which it has proposed. The re- 
volving funds have all been predicated 
upon the theory that any money taken 
from them would simply be loans, but 
the McNary-Haugenites have insisted 
that under the plans embodying them 
there was no guarantee that the Gov- 
ernment would get its money back. 

The debenture plan does not em- 
brace any idea of the Government get- 
ting any money back. The Treasury 
would indisputably be the loser. But, 
its supporters contend, the principle 
is sound in that the money would 
come from a revenue source which the 
farmer contends is responsible for his 
troubles 

The representatives of three farm 
associations are in the city preparatory 
to a conference this week in the hope 
that they can get together on a plan. 
One, the American Farm Bureau, has 
taken a standpat attitude on the 
McNary-Haugen bill On the other 
hand, the National Grange is just as 
strong for the debenture plan, and its 
spokesmen assert that if it is not 
adopted they are ready to go after 
the whole tariff structure. The third 
organization, the Farmers Union, of 
which Charles S. Barrett, of Georgia, 
is president, has never taken a stand 
one way or the other although a num- 
ber of its units, if not a majority of 
them, have gone on record as favoring 
the McNary-Haugen plan. 

Inasmuch as all of this might bear 
on the political fortunes of former Gov 
Lowden, of lLIllinois, it is significant 
that Clarence W. Buck, generally re- 
puted to be his campaign manager. 
arrived yesterday. Buck, a former 
member of the IDIlinois senate with 
Lowden, came here to dog the tracks 
of Mayor “Big Bill” Thompson. It was 
Buck’s purpose to speak kind words 
about Lowden while the mayor’s band 
rent the air with “America First.” 


Thompson Against Lowden. 


The mayor has said in no uncertain 
terms that Lowden can not have the 
,lllinois delegation to the national con- 
vention, even if he has to enter the 
lists himself. 

Buck revealed, however, that the 
Lowden supporters do not intend, de- 
spite this declaration, to let the dele- 
gation go by defaumM. Lowden’s name 
will be entered in the primary next 
April, he indicated. 

“He was the ablest State executive 
of a generation,” Buck said. “The peo- 
ple of Illinois will show their appre- 
ciation by giving him their unqualified 
indorsement at the presidential pref- 
erence primary in that State in 
April, 1928.” 

Lowden, he said, “is a candidate for 
President, not because he wills it but 
because of a widespread public senti- 
ment in the Middle West has made 
him such. 

“These people who want Lowden are 
in deadly earnest and he can not turn 
his back upon them, Agriculture has a 
serious problem that is bound even- 
tually to affect all business and they 
think that he understands it better 
than any person in the United States 
and that this knowledge has enlisted 
his sympathetic interest. They think 
he can be nominated and elected.” 

Incidentally, Buck attributed a quo- 
tation to Lowden which would seem to 
indicate he is not of the single tracked 
mind on the farmers’ problems, as is 
being charged by the Borah-Norris pro- 
gressives.. Lowden has said, according 
to Buck: 

“There isn’t any one remedy which 
will cure the agriculture situation, but 
what—is generally needed is a new at- 
titude on the part of our Government 
toward agriculture as a whole, so that 
our agriculture, which. must always be 
the basis of our life, can be maintained 
on terms of equality with other indus- 
tries.”

DEMOCRAT 1S ELECTED 
INDIANAPOLIS. MAYOR 


L.. Ert Slack, Former District 
Attorney, Is Chosen by 
G. 0. P. Councilmen. 


NO PERSONNEL SHAKE-UP 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 8 (A.P.).—A 
Republican city council today turned 
to a Democrat to lead Indianapolis 
out of its political dilemma when it 
elected L. Ert Slack, formerly United 
Ftates district attorney, to be mayor 
until 1930. At that time the city 
manager form of government will be 
installed. 

Slack, who was sworn into office 
by City Clerk William 8S. Boyce within 
half an hour «.*ter the election, knew 
so little about the city hall that he 
hada to be directed to the common 
council chamber. When the oath of 
office was administered Claude E. 
Negley, president of the council and 
for the last two weeks acting mayor, 
took the new chief executive down to 
his office, turned the keys and other 
property over to him and left the 
building. 

The election, occasioned by the coun- 
cil holding that John L. Duvall auto- 
matically vacated the mayorship on 
September 22, when he was convicted 
of violating the corrupt practice act, 
was determined on the thirty-eighth 
ballot. Duvall, who was elected in 
1925 by the Republican party, resigned 
while the council was in session, 

The way has not been completely 
<‘sared of obstacles for Mayor Slack, 
for Joseph L. Hogue, city controller 
during the administration which suc- 
ceeded that of Mayor Duvall, has filed 
a suit in circuit court t gain the 
office himself. Hogue’s suit is based 
on the contention that Duvall never 
was legally elected and therefore the 
administration headed by the late Lew 
Shank had not gone officially out of 
office. Since Mr. Shank has died, 
Hogue’s argument is that he is the 
real mayor of Indianapolis. 

Slack’s name was placed in «oml 
nation today on the thirty-second bal- 
k*+ by Millard W. Ferguson, one of the 
three Democratic members of the coun- 
cil. 

Slack was looked on somewhat in the 
manner of a compromise candidate 
after the council deadlocked repeatedly 
over John A. George, Republisan busi- 
ness man, and Fred Hoke, Demcecrat, 
also a business man. 

For a time it looked as though 
George would be elected, as he polled 
four votes—one less than the total 
needed—without a break for the first 
nineteen ballots. Republican Council- 
men Bartholomew, Dorsett and Moore 
and Ferguson, a Democrat, the four 
members of the council who were in- 
dicted on bribery charges by the grand 
jury this week, were his supporters 
during that time. 

The selection of Mayor Slack ended 
one of the most hectic chapters of city 
administration in the history of Iin- 
dianapolis. Within the last two weeks 
several men have claimed the office 
among them Ira Holmes, local attorney. 
who was appointed city controller by 
Mrs Maude E. Duvall, wife of the 
mayor, who claimed that she had ad- 
vanced from city controller to mayor 
when her husband resigned. Holmes 
for a time sat at the same desk with 
Negley, who in the meantime had been 
named by the council to act as tem- 
porary mayor until a permanent’ ex- 
ecutive was elected. When the courts 
refused to dissolve a restraining order 
obtained by Holmes, Negley withdrew 

“It is a sacrifice any man should 
make,” Mayor Slack said, in discussing 
the situation. “Conditions are such in 
Indianapolis that it is the chosen man’s 
duty toslay aside his own private af- 
fairs and accept the responsibility 
placed on him.” 

Mayor Slack did not even know he 
was under nsideration for the va- 
cancy. He sdid he did not contemplate 
making any changes in any depart- 
ment. 

Slack said he had a number of busi- 
ness matters to straighten out, but 
that he would “be on the job” as mayor 
the first thing in the morning. 


PRINCETON EDUCATOR 
HELD ILLEGAL VOTER 


Prof. Stephens, Grand Jury 
Member, Held in Bail 
to That Body. 


Princeton, N. J., Nov. 8 (A.P.).—Prof. 
Edward A. Stephens, treasurer of Hunt 
School of Princeton, and a member of 


the present grand jury, was arrested to- 
day on charges of perjury for alleged 
illegal voting in District 1 of the Bor- 
ough of Princeton. 

The arrest followed a challenge by 
Philip Golden, justice of the peace of 
Princeton, who charged that Prof 
Stephens was not a resident of the bor- 
ough, but of the township. The board 
of @lections at the voting booth allowed 
the professor to vote. 

Later one of the election judges pre- 
ferred a>charge ofgperjury, and Prof 
Stephens was arrested by a State troop- 
er and haled before Golden.

Prof. Stephens said he told the board 
today that he is a legal resident of the 
borough, and that he is only tempora- 
rily living at his summer home, just out- 
side the borough.

Given British Medals

can scientists have been adjudged 
worthy by the Royal Society of high 
honors.

The other would give widows and 
wives of Confederate veterans the right 
to vote without payment of poll tax. 

Although incomplete returns late to- 
night indicated that the Republicans 
in today’s election made no numerical 
gains in the House, several of the Dem- 
ocratic incumbents seeking reelection 
had the stiffest kind of a fight with 
independent opposition. This was not- 
ably the case in Louisa County, where 
R. Lindsay Gordon, a veteran House 
member, was opposed by W. A. Cooke, 
independent Democrat. Fifteen out cf 
eighteen percincts gave him a major- 
ity of only 150. The others, jt was said, 
might give Cooke sufficient majority 
to overcome his lead. H. I. Morgan, 
Democrat, was opposed by T. H. Pot- 
ter, independent, in Botetourt County. 
Morgan was running slightly ahead of 
his opponent, with several precincts yet 
to report. . x 

Mrs. Sallie C. Booker, Democratic in- 
cumbent, in Henry County, was trail- 
ing her opponent, Reed Stone. 

The Republicans seemed assured of 
only five members in the house and 
one in the senate, with a possibility 
of increasing its senatorial representa- 
tion to two. 

Gov. Byrd’s progressive administration 
reform program was assured of cordial 
legislative backing, a large majority of 
those chosen being in sympathy with 
his plans.

Later he went to the House Office 
Building to attend the Mississippi 
flood-control hearing. While there he 
discussed his offer of $10,000 for the 
best book on American history for use 
in the Chicago schools. 

“I’ve offered $10,000 to any one who 
will write a history book for the Chi- 
cago schools that doesn’t depict George 
Washington as a traitor and a rebel,” 
he said. “We're going to award the 
prize next Fourth of July, and the book 
is going to replace every pro-British 
book in our school system.” 

Asked who was going to judge the 
winner in the contest, Mayor Thomp- 
son replied he had not decided yet, but 
he assured his questioner that he could 
bet that the judge, or judges, would 
be “prejudiced in favor of the United 
States.”

The authorities were at first 
loath to arrest the Spanish aristocrat. 
but on learning of numerous warrants 
issued against him, they took him into 
custody. The Spanish Ambassador has 
assured M. Briand that the Spanish 
royal family long ago broke off all in- 
tercourse with the Duke of Durcal, 
who, he added, had no right to the title 
of “infante of Spain.”

Work on 
the levees has never ceased since it was begun. 
Each spring there are breaks somewhere along 
the line. There have been other disastrous 
floods in the last two decades. 

There has been some fear that members of 
Congress living distant from the flood area 
might minimize the danger, or seek to play 
politics with the problem of flood control. The 
New England floods served to reemphasize 
the necessity for prompt and decisive action. 
The representatives of the Northeastern States 
will have a bond of fellow suffering with those 
who come to Congress from the South. Such 
an alliance will brook neither delay nor equivo- 
cation. It should result in sober consideration 
and a real solution of a question that demands 
the service of every talent that can be de- 
voted to it. 


BORROWING THE NIGHT. 


The traffic problem continues to keep a step 
ahead of all the expedients to which officials 
have resorted in an effort to keep streets and 


highways open. Police control, wider streets, 


arterial highways and synchronized lights are 
no sooner installed than the number of auto- 
mobiles increases to a point which makes the 
congestion as hopeless as it was before. No 
city in the United States is without the traffic 
evil, and in the larger municipalities the time 
appears near at hand when it will be impossible 
to accommodate any additional vehicles. 


The difficulty in larger cities is magnified 
by the mounting ratio of slow-moving traffic. 
Trucks and delivery wagons can not proceed 
at the pace that is normal for passenger cars. 
The freight machines not only take up more 
room, but due to their speed limitations tend 
to choke traffic. 

Hence the suggestion is already being made 
that since the streets can absorb no more 
traffic, business must make use of the night 
hours for delivery purposes. The proposal is 
that all deliveries in the congested area be 
carried on between the hours of 11 o’clock 
at night and 8 o’clock in the morning, 

This plan would not be practicable unless 
generally adopted. Many workers in the big 


cities would be forced to change from day. 


to night work. Truck and delivery wagon 
drivers would not be the only workers in- 
volved. Night forces would have to be main- 
tained at points of distribution and receipt. 
An increased strain: would be put upon various 
branches of city governments, especially the 
protective departments. . 

It is, therefore, not likely that night de- 
livery will be adopted except as a last resort. 
Yet the problem presses. There must either 
be more streets or more use must be made of 
those that exist. In many cities increasing 
or gg idening the present highways is out of 
the question, and multiple streets do not ap- 
pear to be practicable. So the utilization of 
the wee small hours for delivery purposes may 
come about, in spite of all objections.

THE THEATER TICKET TAX. 


The nuisance tax against which complaint 
is most widespread is the tax on theater 
tickets. The last revenue bill repealed that 
part of the Aaw that exacted Federal tribute 
from theater patrons who are unwilling or 
unable to pay more than 75 cents to “see a 
show.”’” But every ticket sold for. $1 or more 
is taxed 10 per cent. This'comes out of the 
pocket of the patron. 

The patron who is forced to pay 10 per 
cent on the price of the ticket that permits 
him to witness a high-class performance can 
not. understand why the Government should 
“hold him up” for 10, 20 or 30 cents mére 
after having collected its legitimate share of 
his income in the form of a tax, besides the 
fee on his cigarettes, his cigar or his tobacco, 
and a score of other intangible, involuntary 
contributions. Naturally he looks upon the 
10 per cent as an imposition for which the 
theater is in some way responsible, with the 
frequent result that he cuts out the theater 
entirely and instead visits the “‘picture house” 
instead of the play. 

The ways and means committee is about to 
give the opponents of this particular nuisance 
tax an opportunity to be heard in behalf of 
its repeal. It is a tax that is without just 
excuse, and its abolition will be commended 
by the entire theatergoing public as no other 
act of Congress could be> 


WOMEN’S SPORTS. 


It has taken some time for women to work 
out a place for themselves in the world of 
athletic sports. When they first entered the 
goal was, only naturally, the records and ac- 
complishments of men. There was nothing 
else by which women athletes could gauge 
their progress and development. It developed 
quickly, however, that girls in atterhpting to 
copy the games and emulate the perform- 
ances of men did themselves more harm than 
good. The physical and nervous strain in- 
volved was too great for safety. | 

In the last few years, under the leadership 
of such persons as Mrs. Herbert Hoover, Mrs. 
Henry Breckenridge and a host of others inter- 
ested in the National Amateur Athletic Federa- 
tion, another ideal has been set up for girls 
and 4vomen athletically inclined. In the ma- 
jority of high schools- and colleges now the 
motto is, “A team for every girl and every 
girl ona team.” The federation also ‘‘believes 
in the spirit of play for its own sake, and works 
for the promotion of physical activity for the 
largest possible proportion of persons in any 
given group in forms suitable to individual 
needs and capacities under leadership and en- 
vironment conditions that foster health, physi- 
cal efficiency and the development of good 
citizenship.”’ 

The results thus far have been encouraging. 
Due to the fact that sports for women had not 
been thoroughly developed it was found easier 
to implant the new theories. than it would have 
been after organization on other lines had been 
built. Experts in touch with the movement as 
a whole are satisfied that the general improve- 


ment has been advanced only at the expense of 


individual glory and pride. They have checked, 
they believe, the harm which imitation of 
men’s games in a Mannish way would have 
caused and have established sports for women 
on a scientific and enduring basis. 


A SHOW FOR FARMERS. 


One of the difficult problems confronting 
the farmers is how to care for their horses, 
now that the automobile has supplanted the 
horse and wagon as a means of highway trans- 
portation. A majority of farm owners, and 
many of their “hired men,’ own a flivver or 
a more pretentious car, but the horse is still 
the standby on 95 per cent of the farms. 
Tractors are useful in nearly all branches of 
farm work, but the horse is needed in pulling 
the cultivator, and no tractor has yet been de- 
vised that can be depended upon to draw the 
plaw, harrow or hay wagon in hilly country. 

With the coming of the automobile and the 
tractor the country. blacksmith disappeared. 
“Under the spreddihg chestnut tree” is the 
filling station or the garage. Blacksmith shops 
are so far apart as to make it difficult for the 
horse owner to keep his team properly shod. 
To meet the situation, as far as possible, the 
Department of Agriculture proposes to teach 
the farmer how to trim the feet of his own 


| animals and to attach shoes, which are now 


sold “ready to wear’ in any hardware store. 

Beginning on November 26 and continuing 
for a week the live-stock show will be held 
in Chicago. In connection with that show 
the department will conduct a school for teach- 
ing farmers how to care for the feet of their 
horses. This school for horseshoeing on the 
farm is only ome feature of the department’s 
exhibit at the Chicago show. There will be 
demonstrations designed to show the value of 
sheep as a clean-up squad, and the value of 
intelligent use of range pastures as opposed 
to haphazard feeding. The department will 
also show how hog cholera is preventable 
and that immunization and sanitary measures 
will control losses, which now amount to 400 
hogs every hour. 


SYSTEMATIC SAVING. 


Citizens of Washington have put by during 
the last twelve months approximately $6,000,- 
000 in the form of Christmas savings accounts. 
In 26 local banks more than 78,000 men, 
women and children have deposited each week

Thus 
it has become the reverse of installment buy- 
ing, for by putting aside a certain amount each 
month until enough has been raised to make a 
major purchase the individual reaps the benefit 
of interest earned instead of having to meet 
the extra expense of interest charged The 
club plan should be extended further. If the 
public would raise its money “so much a 
month” before the purchase is made there 
could be no criticism of installment buying. 


SMOKERS ON STREET CARS, 


Facing the problem of meeting automobile 
and bus competition, the street car system of 
Baltimore has devised a new type of car with 
a smoking compartment in-the rear. Com- 
fortable seats have been installed, a separate 
entrance provided and everything possible done 
to lure men to the trolleys. The first pessimist 
is Harold E. West, chairman of the public 
service commission. “I believe the smoking 
compartment will be an asset,” he said, ‘‘but 
I am afraid the tired business man will have 
little chance to use it when all of the tired 
little flapper stenographers gather for a few 
puffs on their cigarettes.” 

The fearsome condition pictured by Mr. 
West is not a new one, although it is by no 
means common in the United States. Abroad, 
where smoking compartments are generally 
provided, the question of keeping out women 
smokers has been agitated for years. Indig- 
nant British citizens have written many letters 
to the newspapers complaining because the new 
order of things crowded them out of the smok- 
ing compartments into those labeled ‘“‘no 
smoking,’’ and many persons have suggested 
that the sexes as well as the eremites of My 
Lady Nicotine be segregated. 

Is there any cure for the situation? 
ing by women is generally accepted. They 
smoke now, where and when they please, 
molested only occasionally by some puritanical 
representative of the law, whose ideas about 
smoking on the street are old-fashioned. A 
smoking compartment with comfortable seats 
is likely to be an irresistible attraction to 
women who enjoy a puff after a busy day. The 
smoking compartments in Baltimore may well 
prove popular, and under the ancient law of 
“first come, first served’ the men will have 
to take their chances. Not all of them will 
object to the company of feminine smokers 
on the trip from the office to their homes.

TRAFFIC ACCIDENT INSURANCE. 


The Washington Automotive Trade Associa- 
tion has added its voice to the chorus raised 
against the proposal to enact’ compulsory au- 
tomobile liability insurance regulations for the 
District of Columbia. At the same time it has 
indorsed what is known as the Connecticut 
plan, whereby licenses of drivers who have 
figured in accidents are revoked until such time 
as they can prove their financial responsibility. 

Opponents of compulsory liability insurance 
have raised every possible objection to it, but 
their chief argument is that it would dimin- 
ish the sense of personal responsibility and 
thus increase accidents. Experience elsewhere 
has shown that this is not the case. Mas- 
Sachusetts has had such legislation on its 
statute books for many months, and is well 


pleased with the result. Accidents have not 
increased and in every case the innocent vic- 
tim has been assured of financial assistance. 

The fact that the Automotive Trade Associa- 
tion has offered a substitute plan is proof 
enough that in its opinion the establishment 
by one means or another of financial responsi- 
bility in the case of automobile accidents is 
desirable. Yet the Connecticut plan provides 
only for locking the door after the horse has 
been stolen. Financial responsibility ig nec- 
essary in today’s accident, not the one that 
may happen six months from now. This can 
be accomplished only in ‘one of two ways— 
either the individual must insure against the 
damage he may do to the property or person 
of others, or he must post a bond at the time 
of taking out his license. Of the two plans, 
insurance is the cheaper. 

The cost of insurance is a minor considera- 
tion. A considerable portion of the motoring 
public already takes this precaution. The 
compulsory liability insurance law is modern 
legislation which probably will be universally 
adopted within the next decade. It is the only 
practicable means of dealing with \the situa- 
tion that has been created by modern traffic,

Aviator Reiss’ Case. 

To the Editor 6f The Post—Sir: In 
answer to an editorial appearing in 
your paper on Monday, November 7, 
entitled “Regulation of Aviation,” I 
would like to bring forth a few salient 
points that were evidently overlooked in 
your article. 

It was stated that I was charged with 
having flown my plane over a Virginia 
field at an altitude so low that I struck 
and killed a pony that was pastured. in 
the field. The exact charge was “flying 
below 500 feet.” The field referred to 
was not “a Virginia field,” but Hoover 
Field, the airdrome from which I was 
flying and upon which I had to land. 


The pony was not “pastured,” but was 


trespassing on private property. 

You also state that Congress should 
give the Department of Commerce the 
power, where it is lacking, to enforce 
“regulations designed to protect persons 
and property against reckless flying,” 
the “reckless flying” presumably being 
a reference to my case. By all means 
yes, Congress should, for that kind of 
flying can not be tolerated. However, 
at the trial, evidence was introduced 
that brought out the fact that I was 
attempting to land when thé pony was 
struck. It is impossible to land or take 
off without flying below 500 feet, If 
this can be referred to as “reckless 
flying,” then flying may as well cease. 

The law provides that a hearing must 
first be given before a decision is reach- 
ed when an aviator is charged with hav- 
ing broken one ‘of the department's 
rules. I requested such a hearing. The 
request was ignored. I was fined and 
grounded without one, The department 
therefore violated the law upon which 
it stands. Nearly two weeks after the 
accident I was notified that I was fined 
$500 and grounded for three months.

Believe Species Throw- 
Back in Evolution. 


|} HUXLEY MEDAL GIVEN 


TO HIM AT LONDON 


Feels More Evidence Should 
Be Had Before Definite 
Conclusion Is Made. 


London, Nov. 8 (A.P.).—Challenging 
the general belief among anthropolo- 
gists that the prehistoric neanderthal 
| man represents a different species from 
homo sapiens,-Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, dis- 
tinguished scientist of the United 
| States, expressed the belief here today 
that existing evidence points to the 


neanderthaler “as a direct ancestor of 
ourselves.” 

The National Museum anthropologist 
made this declaration at the meeting of 
the Royal Anthropological Society at 
which he was presented with the Hux- 
ley Memorial medal and delivered the 
Huxley lecture.. 

While he felt that more evidence 
should be tincovered before a final 
opinion is reached, Dr. Hrdlicka de- 
cleared meanwhile there was “less jJus- 
tification in speaking of a neanderthal 
species, than would be in that of a 
neanderthal phase of man.” - 

He quoted modern anthropologists 
as declaring the neanderthal man was a 
“throw-back in the line of evolution 
of mankind, a retrograde ‘sport’ who 
was not a direct ancestor of ours, but 
a distant cousin of our ancestors, and 
one who died out suddenly and com- 
pletely, leaving no descendants and 
giving way to homo sapiens from whom 
present man is descended.” 


Reasonings Rejected. 


In disagreeing with this belief, Dr. 
Hrdlicka- rejected not only the paleon- 
tological, but the geological and arch- 
eological reasonsings which he said 
were used to differentiate the neader- 
thaler from his successors. 

As for the first, he said that animals, 
such as the cave lion, bear, hyena, 
horse, ox, bison and reindeer, were all 
in Europe before Neanderthal man ap- 
peared there and continued after he 
had disappeared. Geologically, he add- 
ed, there was no evidence of any criti- 
cal manifestations, either near the be- 
ginning or the end of Neanderthal 
man’s period, which would help to ex- 
plain his coming or his supposedly 
sudden departure. 

Regarding the archeological evidence, 
the scientist declared that. the chief 
activities of man in Nature relate to his 
housing, to the obtaining and prepar- 
ing of food and to the manufacture of 
his tools, utensils and weapons. . Tak- 
ing up these points in order, Dr. 
Hrdlicka said that the Neanderthaler 
lived in caves and in the open the same 
as his predecessors and successors, and 
so it was with his food and tools, there 
being no marked improvement in those 
which came before or after. 


Crucial Part Cited. 


“The crucial part of the whole ques- 
tion of the Neanderthal man is, how- 
ever,” Dr. Hrdlicka declared, “that of 
evidence of the skeletal material.” 

“It would probably be easy to. har- 
monize all the rest of the differences 
between the Neanderthal and later man 
with the idea of a simple evolution and 
transmission,” he said, “were it not for 
the obstacle of the Neanderthal man’s 
skulls and bones. Ticy impress one 
by such marked differences from those 
of any later man that a bridging over 
of the separation has to many seemed 
impossible.”

Bond Given at Hospital. 


Ordinarily Powell would actually 
have been taken before Commissioner 
Turnage as soon as the warrant was 
served, but in view of his weakened 
condition Turnage agreed to go to the 
hospital and accept bond there. 

Powell’s official title until last Mon- 
day was “asgjstant chief field deputy” 
in charge of the Washington office of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. On that 
day Galen L. Tait, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue for the Baltimore district, 
which includes Washington, announced 
Powell had been succeeded by A. Park 
Rasin, chief field deputy of the district. 

Powell’s arrest caused a sensation 
among the employes at 1412-14 Penn- 
sylvania avenue, who once called him 
“boss.” His reputation there always 
had been good, and he- was described 
as @® man of.“good habits and good 


|} morals.” 


That some such action was impend- 
ing, however, might have been gathered 
from the fact that Mr. Tait recently 
came here from Baltimore and estab- 
lished a headquarters at the Penrsyl- 


vania avenue office. About five days |

“SOLICITING” IS DENIED 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Frederick, Md., Nov. 8.—After a short 
deliberation the jury in the sult of the 
Rev. James M. Anderson, superannuated 
minister of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, against the Rev. Edward 
N. Parrish, pastor of the Ellicott City 
Methodist Episcopal Church, alleging 
slander and demanding $10,000 dam- 
ages, today returned a verdict for the 
defendant. The case, which originated 
in. Howard County and was removed to 
this county, occupied two days. 


The suit was based on a resolution 
passed by the official board of the El- 
licott City church, of which Mr. Par- 
rish is chairman, alleging that Mr. An- 
derson was violating the ethics of the 
church by soliciting marri from 
couples who came to Ellicott City for 
merriage licenses. The resolution de- 
clared that “much of the meaning of 
the religious sanction to marriage is 
annulled when its performance is sold 
on the altar of greed by unscrupulous 
ministers,” and requested high officials 
of the church to “bring influence upon 
the Rev. Mr. Anderson to force him 
to discontinue his marriage business, 
which placed the church and its min- 
isters in a glaringly false position.” 

Mr. Anderson denied that he ever 
solicited a marriage. He admitted he 
approached couples after they had ob- 
tained marriage licenses and informed 
them that he was a minister. 

Six witnesses testified that they had 
been approached by Mr. Anderson after 
obtaining marriage licenses and asked 
“if they were looking for a minister.” 

Twenty witnesses testified for the 
defendant and five for the plaintiff. 
Among the defendant’s witnesses were 
members of the official board, who said 
they voted for the resolution in order 
to put a stop to community talk to the 
effect that the Rev. Mr. Anderson made 
a business of soliciting marriage.

Heavy Gasoline Tax 
Total Paid by States 


(Associated Press.) 


Gasoline taxes were 19.2 per cent 
larger for the first six months of this 
year than they were in the same period 
@ year ago. A total revenue of $101,- 
250,841 flowed into State treasuries for 
that period, the Bureau of Public Roads 
reported yesterday, indicating that 
4,919,000,000 gallons of gasoline were 
consumed by motor vehicles, including 
estimated amounts for those States not 
imposing the tax. Gasoline consump- 
tion was reported to show an increase 
of 11.4 per cent, while vehicle registra- 
tion increased only 7 per cent. 

Gasoline taxes were imposed in all 
but four States, and two of these have 
since adopted a tax so that only two 
States, New York and Massachusetts, 
do not now tax gasoline. The rate of 
tax on June 30 ranged from 2 to 5 
cents a gallon and averaged 2.55 cents.

BREAST FEEDING IS BEST FOR 
BABY. 

ARELY is it necessary for a 
R woman to bottle feed her baby. 

If women would adopt the policy 
of getting experienced advice when the 
breast supply seems to be failing, she 
could continue breast feeding in nearly 
all instances, 

It is not necessary to say much about 
the advantages of breast feeding. Brief- 
ly, they are: The baby is healthier; he 
is not likely to have measles and some 
other dangerous diseasés; he will have 

| less bowel disturbance. Breast feeding 
| 1s less troublesome, When the baby is 
'fed every four hours and one supple- 
mental feeding (one bottle *feeding in- 
stead of breast) is used, breast feeding 
is not especially confining. 


There are some cases, though rare, 
when breast feeding is not possible. 
Dr. Vertue studied 115 instances where 
bottle feeding had been substituted 
for breast feeding to find the cause. 
About one-half of the mothers were not 
in any hospital or center. One-half 
of this group had stopped breast 
feeding because.some neighbor or some 
member of the family had advised to 
that effect, or because they decided for 
themselves. A few said their physician 
had advised that the baby be weaned. 

In one-half the instances the mother 
wanted to breast feed, but the supply 
was poor or the baby refused the breast. 
Among the causes operating in this 
group were anxiety, fear, nervousness 
on the part of the mother, too little 
sleep, eating too much. Putting the 
baby to the breast too frequently and 
at irregular intervals was perhaps the 
most frequent of this group of causes. 


If there is no regularity the mother’s 
rest is broken and her breast glands 
do not have a proper chance to func- 


tion.’ On the other hand, the baby’s 
appetite and also his digestion are 
upset by frequent and irregular feed- 
ing. A schedule of feeding rigidly ad- 
hered to is a fundamental necessity in 
every breast feeding problem case. 


Among the other causes are supple- 
mentary feed with mixtures that are 
too sweet, or too much supplement- 
ary feeding. In all the 155 instances 
there were but 9 in which the milk 
actually dried up long ahead of the 
scheduled time. Sometimes the trou- 
ble lay with the baby. A frequent 
cause in this fleld was nervous unrest. 
The baby was too restless, too ill at 
ease tO nurse properly. The remedy 
for this condition lies in training the 
baby to calmness and poise.

Coaches 


Successful Elevens 
Are “Starless’’ in 
Most Cases. 


Princeton and Minne- 
sota Are Examples, 
Says Eckersall. 


By WALTER ECKERSALL. 


HICAGO, Nov. 8.—Unlike previous 

years, when stars were responsible 

for certain football elevens being 
contenders for national or sectional 
honors, teams which are now striving 
to win the championships have gained 
their present positions through team 
balance, the dream of every successful 
gridiron coach. 

The coach who develops an. all- 
@round team will be more successful 
than the one who depends upon one 
or two players for his victories. This 
has been shown on many occasions 
and was particularly emphasized when 
Tilinois defeated Michigan. The Wol- 
verines were without the services of 
Louis Gilbert, one of the keys to the 
attack. With this star out of the 
game, Michigan’s offense lost its power, 
while Illinois’ well-balanced team kept 
going at a steady clip. Illinois never 
won a championship when Grange was 
@ member of its teams, and such has 
been the case of other teams which 
boasted of extraordinary players. 


In fact, most of the elevens 
which are in the race for cham- 
pionship honors may be called 
starless teams. ‘This is especially 
true of Illinols, which 1s leading 
the pack in the Western Confer- 
ence. Coach Zuppke has developed 
an aggregation of team balance 
which is playing splendid faatbail. 


The Orange and Blue can not boast 
of a single star ball carrier, although 
the team has made several sparkling 
marches for touchdowns. Mills, Timm, 
Humbert, Stewart and French are con- 
sistent, driving backs with plenty of 
fight and who do the necessary block- 
ing in the interference. 

Princeton, one of the undefeated 
teams of the country which will meet 
Yale on Saturday, can not boast of a 
star who can be considered the equal 
of players who wore the Orange ana 
Black of Princeton in former years. 

Like Illinois, the Tigers are a fight- 
ing outfit which depends upon team 
play for its successes. Myles, Norman, 
Wittmer and Baruch are a fine quartet 
of backs, but none matches up with 
stars of former Princeton teams. 

Coach Bill Roper, however, has this 
team keyed to a razor edge. The backs 
fight for every inch, and they are given 
the necessary support by the forwards. 
There is hardly a better blocking team 
in the country, and Yale will have to 
be at its best to defeat Princeton on 
Saturday in just about the most im- 
portant struggle on the schedule of 
both teams. 


Missouri, which is now in the 
lead for honors in the Missouri 
Valley conference, has no outstand- 
ing star. Coach Henry has four 
very consistent backs in Mehrie, 
Diemund, Swofford and _ Byars. 
They are fast, hard drivers, who

Plays in Game as 
Honorary Member, 
Throwing Passes.

EW YORK, Nov. 8.—With Mr. Red 
Grange functioning almost ex- 
clusively as an honorary member 

of the team, the New York Yankees in- 
flicted the first defeat of the season on 
the Chicago Bears, 26 to 6, before a 
small but hardy huddle of air-cooled 
customers this afternoon. 

The game was the first home per- 
formance of Mr. Grange’s troop, which 
is listed as a New York team and it was 
played in direct competition with an- 
other show of the same kind between 
the New York Giants and the Provi- 
dence Steam Rollers at the Polo 
Grounds, a distance of a scant 20 
cents as the taxicab plies. This prob- 
ably had something to do with .the 
sparseness of the attendance, which 
was entimated at not a soul more than 
15,000 paid by Mr. C. C, Pyle, or 6,000 
by turnstile tabulation. 

The Yankees won by playing open 
work football which found the Bears 
sluggish and almost ready for hiberna- 
tion. 


In the last three minutes of the 
second quarter, with almost 90 
yards to go and no apparent hope 
of scoring again before the inter- 
mission except by aceident, the 
Yankees marched all the way to 
the goal with five consecutive for- 
ward passes, the first one gaining 
45 yards, 


The Yankees’ first touchdown oc- 
curred when Mr. Ray Flaherty, late of 
Gonzaga College, playing left end, in- 
tercepted a hostile pass and jogged 25 
yards to the goal unimpeded. Tryon 
missed the kick for the goal, but the 
Yankees were very much surprised to 
find themselves entering the second 
period against the undefeated Bears 
ahead, 6 to 0 

As they neared the end of the second 
quarter, Pady Driscoll, of the Bears’ 
back field, cut back off tackle in a 
smack at. the left side of the Yankee 
line and staggered along for 25 yards, 
strewing tacklers behind him until Red 
Grange crouched down and upset him 
only a yard short of the goal. On the 
next play Roy White, the Bears’ full 
back, bounced through for the Bears’ 
only touchdown. 

Driscoll’s drop-kick for the _ goal 
tumbled end over end a couple of 
times and went slap into the sprawl- 
ing mob, so the score was now 6 to 6. 


The Bears then kicked off and 
as soon as the Yankees received 
the ball they began that remark- 
able pitching and catching demon- 
stration. Gran? threw the first 
pass to Tryon for the 45-yard gain, 
moving the ball from dangerous 
proximity t> his own: goal to the 
other side of the midfield line. 


On the next pass, Kelly to Plaherty, 
the Yankees gained 18 yards. Grange 
to Tryon was the next one, good for 
11 yards, and another transaction by 
the same pair went over the reaching 
hands of the yellow-backed Bears for 
a 3-yard gain, placing the Yankees 
only 4 yards out, with time left for 
only one play. On this one, Kelly 
flipped the ball overhead to Flaherty 
again, who flopped to the soil with 
the Yankees’ second touchdown. 

Again, in the fourth period, a long 
pass cleared the whole Chicago team 
and jumped the Yankees half the 
length of the lot to the Bears’ 17-yard 
mark. A couple of mass plays col- 
lapsed, so Kelly pitched to Fiaherty 
again and the Yankees led, 20 to 6. 
Tryon’s drop-kick made it 21 to 6. 
After the next kick-off, Tryon got in 
the way of a Bears’ pass at his own 
40-yard line and ran it back 45 yards. 
They gave him the honor of romping 
15 yards around his own left end for 
the final touchdown on the next play, 
but his kick for the goal was no good.

U. S. OLYMPIC 
BODY GAINS 
HARMONY 


Committee’s Invitation 
to N. C. A. A. Has 
Been Accepted. 


EW YORK, Nov, 8. (A.P.).—The 

dove of peace ‘s about to sei le 

over the organization of the 
American Olympic committee again, 
bringing together the warring groups of 
athletic interests that eplit «part 
exactly a year ago and furnishing a 
harmonious background of the Na- 
tion’s entry into the 1928 Olympic 
games at Amsterdam. 

To all intents and purposes, the 
breach already has vecn Lealed between 
these rival groups, one headed by the 
amateur athletic union as the control- 
ling factor in the American VUlympic 
organization, and the other led by the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association. 

It has been brought about by accept- 
ance by the executive powers of the 
N. C. A. A. and its allies of an invitation 
to join in the Olympic work, extended 
by the new president of the Olympic 
committee, Maj. Gen. Douglas McAr- 
thur, of Baltimore. 


The success of peace maneuvers, 
although krown to have been un- 
der way for some time, was dis- 
closed. today for the iirst time in 
connection with a call for the 
annual meetiny of the N. C. A. A. In 
New York, December 29, issued by 
Brig. Gen. Palmer Pierce, the 
president. Gen, Pierce’s notice to 
members contained this significant 
paragraph: 


“An. invitation of the president, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, of the American 
Olympic committee, which has in 
charge the participation of the United 
States in the Olympic games of 1928, 
has been accepted by the executive 
committee of*the National Amateur 
Athletic Federation, he Y. M. C. A., 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
and the authorized representatives of 
the Navy, Marine Corps and Western 
Conference, to join in the work. This 
acceptance for the N. C. A. A. is sub- 
ject to the approval of the delegates 
present at the twenty-second annual 
convention. 

Controversy over matters of interna- 
tional athletic policy and control of the 
Olympic organization caused the split 
last year between the A, A. U. and N. 
C. A. A., the latter opposed bitterly the 
election of William C. Prout, of Boston, 
to the presidency of the Olympic associ- 
ation. The rift widened when the N. 
C. A. A. and its allies, chief among them 
the Y. M. C. A., Western Conference 
“Big Ten” and N. A. A. F. withdrew all 
support from the Olympic body. 

The terms of peace have not been 
disclosed, but it is assumed they will 
include adequate representation on the 
Olympic committee of the N. C. A, A. 
and its allied bodies and a consequent 
voice in Olympic affairs.

At one dramatic stroke, which brough' 
to light Caldwell’s participation in two 
games as a freshman at Brown Univet- 
sity in 1923, in violation of *Yale’s eligi- 
bility rules, the great career of ‘the 
youthful back field flash was cut down 
in full stride. 

What soaring ambitions of youth for 
All-American fame and for the glory of 
great success against Princeton went 
crumbling into dust when the 21-year- 
old half back learned of his disqualifi- 
cation at the practice field late this 
afternoon, only Caldwell knew. Down- 
cast, he turned away and could net 
speak.

Caldwell himself was as surprised 
as any one at the revelation and its 
consequences, which came with the 


suddenness of a bombshell in Yale’s 
athletic midst. 


It was true, he said, that he had 
played for Brown once—years ago, whén 
he entered and stayed only a short time. 
Tt seemed an unimportant episode and 
he hadn’t known it mattered. A student, 
even an athlete, often knows little of 
diplomatic agreements with other inst{- 
tutions on such points. So Caldwell 
played three years with the varsity, 
winning his letter against Harvard in 
1925, being handicapped by an early 
season injury last year, and reaching 
the climax of his career this fall with 
an exhibition of all around back field 
play that set sport lovers throughout 
the country to marveling. 

With the loss of Caldwell Yale’s stock 
took a decided slump with indications 
the shift will make Princeton a fa~ 
vorite for the classic game which this 
year must have an important bearing 
on the Eastern championship situation. 


Even more evident than the gen- 
eral dismay at the loss of the ball-.. 
carrying, passing and kicking 
wizard was a genuine sympathy for 
Caldwell and his thwarted hopes 
that prevailed tonight among the 


students who went to classes with 
him,

Fortunately, this had 
little effect on the track but it made 
the stands anything but comfortable 
for a crowd of surprising proportions 
considering the weather conditions. 

When the entries were announced 
for the Helpful it was generally agreed 
that Mrs. Baker's Night Life was much 
the best of the company and there 

ere several withdrawals, and later the 

gh Time colt was also taken out, and 
the stable hopes were pinned to Scotch 
and Soda. With the other scratches, a 
promised ficld of thirteen was reduced 
to six at post time.

Checks December 1 as 
Shop-Early Move. 


FREIGHT LOADINGS DROP 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 


A total of $6,000,000 will be mailed | 


in checks to members of the 1927 
Christmas savings clubs maintained by 
26 of the financial institutions of 
Washington on December 1, thus giv- 
ing impetus to the “shop early for 
Christmas” movement and delighting 
the hearts of the merchants whose 
stock of Yuletide’ gifts is said to be 
larger and in greater variety than ever 
before. 

This huge total represents the sav- 
ings of 78,145 Christmas club mem- 
bers who have saved since December 15 
of last year so as to have funds with 
which to finance the heavy cash de- 
mands at Christmas time, as well as 
to take care of other items that may 
come up before the close of the year 
under a budget system, and indicates 
a gain of 6,017 in Christmas savers and 
an increase of $455,033 in the amount 
saved over December, 1926, while a 
comparison with the club total of 1924 
reveals an increase in savings of more 
than $3,000,000. - 

Retail merchants are already begin- 
ning to display their full holiday lines 
and. with the release of these funds 
in the near futuré the holiday displays 
will soon be greatly réduced and in 
many cases completely cleaned out. 

Of course, it must be remembered 
that not all of the $6,000,000 finds its 
way into the shops, as it has bon esti- 
mated that at least 25 per cent of the 
total finds its way back into the banks 
in new accounts or increased savings 
deposits, which would give a return to 
the banks of 81,500,000, so that the 
remaining $4,500,000 will be all that 
could be said will be used for interest 
payments on mortgages, insurance pre- 
miums and general spénding in the 
stores.

‘CALLS ON MERCHANTS | 
. TO JOIN IN MOVEMENT 


Schools, Colleges and Banks 


Are Mentioned as Markets | 


to Be Cultivated. 


A report urging the patronizing of8 
home industries, with the recommenda- 
tion that it be regarded merely as a 
commencement, and that further study 
be made and plans be devised for fur- 
thering home industry in’Washington, 
was adopted yesterday at a mgeting of 
a subcommittee of the committee on re- 
tail trade of the Washington Chamber 


of Commerce. 

In adopting the report, the subcom- 
mittee felt confident that the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of the city 
are in a position to offer as low prices 
as Baltimore, “Philadelphia, New York 
and other competing cities, and made 
the following recommendations for the 
consideration of the retail trade com- 
mittee, and also the Board of Trade and 
the Merchants and Manufacturers As- 
sociation: 

“That the retail trade committee in- 
vite Lawrence Mills, secretary of the 
Hotel Men's Business Association, and 
representatives of other similar busi- 
ness groups, to appear before it for the 
consideration of this question. 


Seek Market in Schools. 

“That the Board of Education be re- 
quested to insist that the schools buy 
their supplies and have their printing 
done in this city, and that the pupils, 
acting as classes, be instructed to have 
their printing done and make their 
purchases, such as class rings, pins and 
badges, in Washington. This recom- 
mendation should also be made to local 
colleges and universities with the fur- 
ther object of interesting the student 
bodies to buy in Washington. 

“That the banks be urged to have 
all their printing done in Washington, 
for the reason that the banks are purely 
local institutions, depending upon the 
people of Washington for their liveli- 
hood. 

“That the merchants of the city adopt 
at once a slogan such as “Buy in Wash- 
ington,” or some other similar slogan, 
to be used in all advertising in news- 
papers, circulars and other printed 
matter. \ 

“That the newspapers of the city be 
requested to inaugurate a campaign 
urging the patronage of home indus- 
tries, and stressing the point that 
Washington is a city of over a half 
million people, ranking thirteenth in 
point of population in the United 
States. 

Call for Concerted Effort. 

“That the chamber send a letter to 
the merchants and manufacturers of 
the city calling this matter to their 
attention and urging them to make a 
more concerted effort toward educating 
the people to buy their supplies in 
Washington. 

“That the chamber send a letter to 
the other civic organizations of the 
city, such as the Board of Trade and 
Merchants and Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, calling their attention to the fact 
that this matter is being considered by 
the chamber and asking them to co- 
operate in spreading the message to 
their own members. 

“That the subcommittee urge upon 
the retail trade committee the impor- 
tance of this subject and the need for 
immediate action.” 

In submitting the report the sub- 
committee stressed the importance of 
the serious consideration by the gen- 
eral committee on retail trade of this 
sifbject and the need for launching 
@ campaign having as its object the 
education of Washington people to the 
necessity and wisdom of dealing with 
the local business establishments. 

The report will be presented at the 
meeting of the chamber November 15. 


Thief Gets 15 Years 
On Seventh Conviction 


Albert Cutler, colored, escaped a life 
sentence yesterday in Criminal Court 
because he was before a District of Co- 
lumbia Court and not a New York 
court for sentence on a charge of house- 
breaking and larceny. 

In sentencing Cutler to serve fifteen 
years, Chief Justice McCoy remarked 
that if he were sitting in New York 
State, where the Baumes law is in 
force, he would be compelled to impose 
a life sentecne, as Cutler has been sen- 
tenced no™less than seven times for 
housebreaking and larceny since 1901. 
The Baumes law makes a life sentence 
mandatory for a fourth offense. Cut- 
ler’s record shows the seven sentences 
total 30 years. His latest offense, for 
which he was convicted, was the break- 
ing into the home of Mack Davis, 3018 
M street northwest, on September 3 
and the theft of $33 worth of \personal 
effects. Assistant District Attorney 
William H. Collins appeared for the 
Government.

| ‘Advance of More Than 8,000 


in Year Cited by Director 
of Attendance. 


CONFERENCE PROPOSED 
ON NIGHT SCHOOL HOURS 


Course of 30 Weeks Suggest- 
ed to Satisfy College De- 
mand for. Preparation. 


Cases of absence in the Distritt 
schools reported last year for special 
investigation increased to 28,609, an 
advance of more than 8,000 over those 
recorded the year previous, according 
to a statement by Director of School 
Attendance Fay L. Bentley, included in 
the annual report of Superintendent of 
Schools Frank W. Ballou. 

The 28,609 cases constituted special 
requests for investigation and adjust- 


ment of attendance difficulties. There 
was an increase of more than 42 per 
cent in the volume of work reported 
for special investigation, as compared 
with an increase of almost 2 per cent 
in the public school enrollment. 


Officials’ Work Discussed. 


Deviating from former practices, the 
superintendent of schools devoted an 
entire eection of his report to com- 
ments from local schoo] officers on this 
work, entered under the title: “What 
School Officials Are Saying-and Doing.” 

A. L. Howard, head of the depart- 
ment of business ,practice, urged the 
two years of high school commercial 
work now required for a certificate be 
extended. at least to three years, if 
not to four. The old system was in- 
stituted 40 years ago, he said, when 
only three years were required for a 
high school diploma. 

A conference of officers to determine 
the feasibility of keeping night schools 
open four nights a week for 30 weeks, 
to satisfy the college demand for 120 
hours, was asked by Walter B. Patter- 
son, in charge of special activities. 

“It may be safely said that never 
before has the work of the elementary 
schools begn so effectively advanced 
by the coordination of the adminis- 
trative activities at headquarters,” As- 
sistant Superintendent Robert L. Hay- 
cock.stated in his report to Dr. Ballou. 

Rose Lee Hardy, assistant superin- 
tendent in charge of kindergarten and 
elementary schools, declared “the most 
outstanding problems for us has been 
the use of the data furnished by the 
research department and the resulting 
classification of classes into X, Y and 
Z groupings. 

“In recognizing that children can be 
taught more efficiently, less wasteful- 
ly, where groups are more nearly homo- 
geneous, the school faces the task of 
providing different standards and dif- 
a objectives for each group,” she 
said. 


Psychiatrist Wanted. 


Jessie La Salle, assistant superin- 
tendent in charge of research, pointed 
out the need for a psychiatrist in the 
work of her department. 

“I can think of nothing that would 
make our clinical work more effective 
than to have a psychiatrist attached 
to this staff,” she said. “This would 
seem to be one of the most urgent 
school needs.” 

Miss La Salle declared that of 1,487 
defective children with whom her de- 
partment has dealt, only 3614 per.cent 
were “mentally inferior.” There is a 
growing feeling among. psychiatrists, 
she said, that successful mental ad- 
justments can be made, and in many 
cases jnsanity be prevented, if work is 
begun with the neurotic early enough. 

Willa C. Mayer, director of primary 
instruction, asserted that “the out- 
standing results of the year’s program 
show a broader teacher’ knowledge, an 
improvement in the technique of 
teaching, a wider viewpoint, the de- 
velopment of a greater thinking re- 
sponsibility and cooperation, a more 
effective purposing and planning and a 
keener realization that the child is the 
center of the educative process to- 
gether with a greater desire for self- 
improvement. 

Amplification of two-year language 
courses in the high schools is planned 
by Prof. Rene Samson, head of the 
department .of modern languages. 

“As 90 per cent of our children 
taking modern languages only take a 
two-year course,” he said, “we are in- 
tensifying our course so that they will 
learn to understand spoken French, to 
read and write French and, as much as 
it is possible, to speak French.”
